scene, nor echoed to such a tumult as 
followed the close oC Colonel Rooso- 
TeH's address.

Did Not Allude to Cannon. 


After 
ending his 
speech 
Colonel 


Roosevelt was to have attended a re- 
ception in another room of_ the hotel. 
He tried to reach this room, but for 
some time waa unable to mako a way 
through tho cheering crowd. As ho left 
the platform some one started a cheer 
or Joseph G. Cannon, speaker of the 
house of representatives. 
This was 


taken up until the speaker arose from 
the table. 


During the Roosevelt speech Speak- 


er Cannon received much attention 
from the audience. It had been rum- 
ored during the day that in case any 
reference to him was made by Colon?! 
Roosevelt and to which the speaker 
took exception, an answer had been 
prepared. Colonel Roosevelt made no 
reference to that Illinois congressman 


Colonel Roosevelt's Speech. 


Mr. Roosevelt spoke in part as fol- 


lows: 


"There are just two sources of nan- 


ger to the American people: lawless 
violence and corruption: lawless vio 
lenco that we most often have to fad 
from among tho people who have leas 
o£ the world's goods, and corruption 
wiiich we most nften 
have, to fac 


among the people that have most o 
the world's goods. 


"The last time I was.in Chicago you 


were engaged in a struggle with the 
first evil. It was at the time of the 
great teamsters' strike and there was 
some question of ths city authorities 
not being able to deal with it. You 
were then face to face with a.n assault 
by lawless violence upon the founda- 
tions Of the American government. 


"I had good friends—I was coming 


back from tho Rocky m"unt<iins at the 
time—a.nd I had good 
friends 
who 


earnestly advised me to 
go around 


Chicago. 
T decided to ~r> through it 


and stopped here. A deputation pf tn° 
labor men called upon me. and to them 
I said that vitally interested though I 
was in all real reform? fnr the h»!fer- 
ment of our people, and eagerly though 
t desired t" help upiift those whr> were 
flown, and, sn fnr as was possi 
<io away with the inequalities of for- 
tvme. that cwne from the inequalities' 
of, opportunity, yet. when there 


isordcr, when there was lawless vio- 
ence, all questions of reform had to 
ie postponed until the orderly process 
if law was resumed and that while I 
loped and believed that the municipal 
authorities themselves -would be able 
0 deal with the disorder, yet, iC they 
ound it impossible, back of the city 
itood the state and back of-the state 
s the nation. 


"I did not hesitate to speak directly 


then, and just as little shall I hesitate 
to speak directly now. 


Speaks of Bribery Cases. 


"I have been reading the reports of 


.he investigations of the two state's 
attorneys which resulted in tho indict- 
ment of four members of the legisla- 
ture and together with that I have 
read the reports of the confession oi 
four other members of the legislature. 
1 was advised today by a very worthy 
friend not to talk on this matter, be- 
cause it was a delicate subject, and he 
added that no one had been convicted 


"Now I feel most strongly that we 


make the question of public, honesty a 
sham if wo limit the use of the wore 
'honesty" to mere law. 


"Tliere are big business men whom 


I have counted as among: the most in 
sidious enemies of tbo real welfare o 
this republic, although tbey have bee 
so advised that it would hi; impnsslhi 
to convict them; and there have been 
in the United State!;, and tiie.re iiav 
been in Now York many public mo 
whose careers have been scandalize 
.hrouphout the country, although the 
keep clear of the courts.

quitted in a court ot law. or bccaus? 
there has been a. mis-trial, so that 
enough jurors have believed in him to 
get him off: whether you will permit 
that 'man to represent you or whether 


the one just as bad as the other, only 
that they ara functioning under dif- 
ferent conditions. It is a favorite—I 
wont say argument—but a favorite 
assertion of that type of man when 
some public servant has been found 
guilty of conduct that should' disgrace 
him to say 'We will go to the people 
for his vindication, we will see if we 
can't secure him an election.'
